The total trade showed an increase of 6*22 per cent, and 11 'll per cent, 
as compared with 1885-86 and 1884-85, respectively. The increase in the 
import trade was 8‘68 per cent, over the figures of 188.5-86, and 40*31 per cent, 
over 'those of 1884-85. There was an improvement of 1*98 per cent, in the 
export traffic of the past year as compared with 1885-86, but a falling off of 
19*58 per cent, is observed when comparison is made with the returns of 1884-85. 
A detailed account of the traffic registered is given separately for each of the 
States in the following pages.

The total value of goods registered during the past year was 7*02 per cent, 
in excess of that of the preceding year, and 10-92 per cent, above that of 1884-8.5. 
Compared with the previous year, the increase in the import traffic was 10-29 per 
cent, and in the export traffic 1-19 per cent. The most noticeable features in 
the trade oi' the year are an increase under rice (1,66,842 maunds), paddy 
(1,56,658 maunds), gram (62,475 matnds), silver (Rs. 95,811), European 
piece-goods IBs. 62,306), mustard seed (48,910 maunds), linseed (31,58.3 
maunds), and miscellaneous spring crops (19,954 maunds),; and a decrease 
under rain crops (93,724 maunds), timber (68,780 maunds), silk, manufac- 
tured (Rs. 51,334), and hides (13,357 pieces).

The figures given below, however, represent the net traffic between Bengal 
and Nepal, after deducting such portion as passed into and from other

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7. — The import trade in cattle showed an increase of 42*68 
por cent, on the returns of 1885-86, and of 3*85 per cent, on those of 1884*):56. 
Of the number imported in 1886-87, Chumparun received 13,509, Mozufferpore 
10,445, Pumeah 3,208, and other districts 8,206. 

8. Cotton piece-goods . — There has been a slight recovery in the trade in 
European piece-goods, of which Rs. 16,46,437 worth were exported to Nepal 
during 1886-67, against Rs. 15,57,508 worth in 1885-86, and Rs. 18,64,682 
worth in 188i-85. Almost the whole of the last year’s supply is believed to have 
passed into consumption, for the total value of unsmd fabrics which were 
returned to British territory amounted to only Rs. 24,011, against Rs. 50,634 
and Rs. 35,295 in 1885-86 and 1884 - 8 . 5 , respectively. In the case of Indian 
piece-goods, the export figures indicate a slight increase of 6 74 per cent, on 
the returns of 1885-86, but they are still 48-41 por cent, below the trade of 
1884-85. The following statement shows the value during each of the past 
three years of European piece-goods exported through each registering post, 
district by district : —

Of the past year’s imports, Chumparun received 9,814 pieces, Calcutta 8,737 
pieces, Bhagulpore 6,674 pieces, Mozufferpore 4,919 pieces, Darjeeling 3,198 
pieces, and other districts the remainder, viz., 6,350 pieces. 

11. Skins of sheep, goats and small animaU . — The total tra^do under imports 
aggregated 61,676 pieces, or 2,681 pieces below the total of 1885-86, 
and 12,692 pieces below those of 1884-85. The greatest improvement was 
in Calcutta (22,592 ijicces), and the largest decrease in MozutFerpore (25,090 
pieces). 

12. Brass and copper . — The export trade under this head is steadily declin- 
ing, the total quantity havibg fallen off from 12,978 maunds in 1884-85 to 
11,540 maunds in 18'85.86, and 9,320 maunds in 1886-87. The chief districts 
which contributed to the decrease during the past year as compared with 1885-86 
were — Calcutta (1,138 maunds), Patna (516 maunds), and Chumparun 
(154 maunds). 

13. Iron . — The trade in iron would apjjear from the returns to be fast 
declining. The total quantity exported to Nopal was only 9,815 maunds, against 
17,900 maunds in 1885-86, and 20,185 maunds in 1884-85. 'The principal 
districts from which the exports were smallest as compared with 1886-86 are 
Calcutta (9,518 maunds) and Chumparun (i,530 maunds). 

14. Ghec.—Tho total quantity imported shows a falling off of 38 65 per 
cent, as compared with 1885-86, and of 52 23 per cent, as compared with 
1884-85.

21. Supar.— The total quantity of drained sugar sent to Nepal was 
2,779 maunds, or 61 ’ll per cent, in excess of the figures of 1885-86, and 9-66 
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per cent, over those of 1 $84-86. The exports of undrainod sugar was much Tsad* with 
the same as in the previous year, but they wore below the trade of 1884-85 Nupai, 
by 3,642 maunds, or 12'67 per cent. Of the exporting districts, Chumparun 
supplied 4,401 maunds of drained and 11,599 maunds of undrained siigar; 
Mojsufferpore 690 maunds of drained and 2,024 maunds of undrained sugar ; 
and Durbhunga 663 maunds of drained and 4,021 maunds of undrainod sugar.

24. Wool, manufactured . — The total value of the exports of woollen 
manufactures showed a falling off’ of Rs. 74,314 on the returns of 1885-80, and 
of Rs. 86,681 on those of 1884-85. The decrease in the supplies carried from 
Calcutta amounted to Rs. 54,576, and from Chumparun to Rs. 10,848.

26. The delay in the submission of this report is duo, first to the action 
„ , , „ , , m., . of the Commissioner in requiring the Deputy 

aud^ikkimr****^ ^ Commissioner to prepare his report for the calendar 

instead of the financial year, and second, to tho 
necessity of revising the figures in order to avoid a double record of trade at 
the stations of Kalimpong and Rhonok. These stations were selected because 
they are both important points on tho l)igh road from Darjeeling to the 
Tibetan frontier, and it was intended that they should be used as a check ou 
one another. A good deal of trade from 1 ibet, however, which comes down 
through Rhenok, does not come to Kalimpong, but goes down to the plains 
through Labha and Damdin ; and some trade goes through Kalimpong into the 
mart of Guntuck in Sikkim— whence there arc considerable transactions with 
Tibet — without passing Rhenok. The figures submitted in tho last report did 
not distinguish trade registered at one station only and trade registered at both. 
Steps are being taken to revise the arrangement of the registering stations. 
Meanwhile the Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling has furnished revised figures, 
showing separately the trade of Bengal with Tibet and Sikkim during the two

28. The following extract from a letter written by the Deputy Commis- 
sioner to the Commissioner bears upon these figures:— 

In my No. G5G., dated 18th April 1887, 1 vontured to point out that the change from the 
fiaanoial to tho calendar year as regards the Tibetan trade rendered the figures supplied in 
aocordanoe with your instructions obsolete and worthless, iuasmnch as the hulk of this trade 
is carried on in December to March. Tho result in this year’s (calendar) report shows 
a large increase in Tibetan exports and imports, whereas it is a sad and notorious fact that 
a strict blockade has been maintained since July at nil events, if not before, up to date. This 
result has also been intensified by a former blockade maintained from the middle of September 

1885 to the end' of January 1886, which caused an extra influx and efllnx of goods in the 
beginning of 1886*(ei(/f paragraph 25 of last year’s General Administration Report). I now 
beg to supply figures for the financial year, which show a slight increase on the whole as 
regards Nepal and a slight decrease os regards Sikkim. Tho second table as regards Tibet 
shows that owing to tho stoppage of trade at the end of 1885, the return traffic (i.e., exports 
into Tibet) was much lat» r than usual, being most considerable in April and May instead of 
Fohi'uary and March. Omitting the first four months of the year, there has been, as already 
reported, a very serious decrease. Imports from Tibet begin in October, and, as might have 
been guessed, show therefore a distinct falling off for tlie year. As regards the trade proper 
for the financial year, we may say that there has been a substantial decrease. 

211. It will be observed that the trade of April, May, Juno, and July 
1886, — of which tho greater part, as Mr. Raul shows, would, but for the blockade 
established in September 1885, have passed in the previous year, — amounted to 
Bs. 3,44,420, against Rs. 33,363 during the corresponding period of 1885. It 
is clear, therefore, that the trade which would ordinarily have been registered 
for 18S5-8G really exceeded nine lakhs of i*upoes, while that which belonged to 

1886 87 only amounted to two lakhs. A comparison between the busy months 
of January, February, and March gives particularly striking results. The trade 
registered in January, February and March 1886 amounted to Rs. 4,98,135: 
the trade registered in January, Febmary and March 1887 amounted to only 
Rs. 64,598. Tho following statement shows the fluctuations of traffic with 
Tibet month by month during 1886-87 as compared with the figures of 
1886-60:—

32, The figures of the traffic registered during the past two years have 
been given above, but it has been ascertained that, ns was reported in previous 
years, there is always a great deal of valuable traffic which escapes registration. 

The following cjises, which have been reported by the Manager, Teudook 
Pulgar, are extremely significant as showing, first, that the Tibetan monks 
are individually interested in the trade with India ; and second that, notwith- 
standing the blockade at Inngtu, those belonging to the great Lhassa raonastcrioa 
are allowed facilities for engaging in the trade by the short and easy route 
through Sikkim and Darjeeling, while to others this route is practically 
closed : — 

(1) A monk of the Sera monastery at Lhassa amved at Rlienok on his 

way to Calcutta with Rs. 10,000 worth of yak-tails and musk, and 
Rs. 3,000 in cash. He was not stopped or interfered wdth at 
the Lingtu fort, as he represented Sera. After disposing of his 
goods in Calcutta, ho returned to his country by the same route 
with articles of trade which wore not registered, 

(2) A Kashmiri (Kachi) Mohammedan merchant, managed to send two 

loads of musk (value from Rs. 75,000 to Rs. 80,000) to Darjeoling 
by way of the Kongra Lama Pass and the Lachen valley. 

He was, however, himself obliged to travel via Khatmandu, 
whence he came to Darjeeling via Calcutta. Alter taking charge 
of the musk at Darjeeling, he proceeded to Benart s, Delhi and 
Bombay, and three months later returned to Tibet vid Nepal with 
Indian raerchandisc. It would have been useless for liim to 
attempt to take his goods back through Sikkim. In connection 
withthiscase it may be mentioned that the Deputy Commissioner 
reports having met in tho Terai six Tibetan traders taking Rung- 
pore tobaccco (for which there is a large demand in Tibet) to 
Gyantso by a circuitous and difficult route through Nepal, in 
order to avoid the blockade on tho Jeylep road. Gyantse is 
only seven days’ easy journey from the Jeylep Pass, which is, 
according to the last survey, only 72 miles by a good road from 
Darjeeling. 

(3) A monk of the Chai-ril monastery, close to Lhassa, arrived at 

Jore Bungalow, on the Darjeeling Railway, with two ponies for 
riding, 25 laden mules, 32 tolas of gold-dust, and Rs. 35,000 in 
silver. lie sent the animals back to Kalimpong, and proceeded 
to Calcutta and Bombay, whence ho returned with broadcloth, 
chintzes, turquoise, corals and other valuable merchandise which 
he took into Tibet without registration,

39. Darjeelinff . — The number of collecting stations and the mode of collec- 
tion remained the same as in 1885-80, both as regards the hills and the Nepal 
Terai. In the case of articles imported from Nopal, the only change made 
was to levy a duty of one anna per cooly-load at the terai stations of 
Dhoolabari, Dahuguri, Baradhesi, and Ghylodhooba, on raw jute and gunny- 
bags, which wore hitherto carried at tho rate of two annas per pony load, and 
eight annas per cart load. As regards tho exports to Nopal, the tax of eight 
annas levied in 1885-86 at the abovementionod stations on a cooly load of raw 
cotton was changed during the past year to two annas per pony load and eight 
annas per cart load. Cotton piece-goods (European and Indian), which were 
taxed in 1885-86, at four annas and two annas per cooly load respectively at 
Dlioolabari, were last year charged at the rate of two annas per pony load and 
eight annas per cart load. The charge of two annas per cooly load of turmeric 
levied in 1885-86 at Dhoolabari, Dahuguri and Baradhisi was similarly changed.
